Sympathy From Europe, 


GKN. BEYKS FEARS OUTBREAK 


Wa»hinííton, Dcc. 22. — Diplomatic 
presjsure wUl bo brought to bear upon 
Columbia by several European powers 
to prevent war between that country 
and the United States. 
The first itep 
In this «Jlrocíion 
already has 
been 
taken 
by 
several 
foreign 
powers 
through 
their 
represen tatlves 
here, 
who hcive informed 
General Rafael 
Reyef. of the futility of any attempt 
by Colombia to retake Panama, declar- 
ing that it. will result only in precipi- 
tating the Bogota government Into war 
with the United States, and have said 
to him that the result of such a ca- 
tastrophe Colombia herself must real- 
ize. If this is uot suflU-lent the repre- 
sentatives of these countries at Bogota 
will bfî instruí tod to iniorra President 
Marroquin that Colombia can expect 
no sympathy from the European pow- 
ers in ouy move she may make on Pan- 
ama which would inevitably Involve 
her in war with the United States. 


The membfirs of the diplomatic corps 
have been informed by General Reyes 
himself that he can 
with 
difficulty 
check his people much longer. General 
Reyes Is not talking for publication, 
but to several European ambassadors 
he has confided his fears with frank- 
ness, and has said that he is doing 
everything in his power to prevent an 
outbreak before the conclusion of his 
mission, but that although his Influence 
with the armj'' Is considerable, he is so 
far away that it 1» difficult for him to 
make this felt as strongly as if he were 
on the ground and in command. 


Diplomatists whom General 
Reyes 
has approached on the subject say that 
what he roost fears is the result of tiie 
announcement at Bogota of the failure 
of his mission. 
He himseilf realizes 
that the most he can hope for from 
the government of the United States la 
an offer that it will use moral suasion 
to prevail on Panama to assume her 
portion of the Colombian debt. iFurther 
General Reyes has been told he can 
expect nothing; "I came to Washing- 
ton to save v/hat I could from a shlp- 
wre<>k," be said to a diplomat of high 
rank. 


Realization of the true situation, It 
is said, will not prevent General Reyes 
from calling on the United States for 
a reference to The Hague of several 
of the questions at Issue. It Is on this 
point that 
European diplomats have 
told General Reyes that it is expecting 
too much to expect this government 
to submit any phase of the Panama 
matter to The Hague, 
Several ambas- 
sadors have earnestly advised the gen- 
eral to impresa on his people the fact 
that Europe wants the Isthmian canal, 
and that Colombia can expect no sym- 
pathy from that quarter. It has further 
been pointed out by these diplomats 
that the px'oifereà sympathy of several 
South American republics can avail 
Colombia nothing in the event of war 
with the United States. 


Great Britain and The Netherlands 
have taken pains to let General Reyes 
know indirectly that Colombia reckons 
without her host if she interprets their 
delay in recognizing the Republic oí 
Panama as an evidence of their sym- 
pathy for Colombia or as due to other 
than a desire to protect the intercuts 
of their financiers, who are tho largest 
holders of government bonds. 


Ctlombia to Fight As Last Retort« 


Paris, Dec. 19.—The "United Colom- 
bian Committee" gave out a statement 
here that Colombia wouid first seek 
through a commission to induco the 
United States to recognize Colombia's 
rights under the treaty of 1846; sec- 
ond, if the commission fails Colombia 
will ask for the Bubmission of the

court; third. If Its submission to The 
Hague court is refused Colqmbii: will 
go to war and rely on th© Latin re- 
publics to come to her aid.

ENTIRE FAMILY 
EXTERMINATED 


Cleveland Machinist Kills His Wife, 
Three Children and Himself. 


CRIME 
CAUSED 
BY 
POVERTY 


Clovftland, D«c. 
21. — Roscoe 
W, 
Dorby, a machinist and nbout 45 year» 
of ago, exterminated 
his 
family 
by 
shooting his wiie, hlB three children 
and then himself 
Tho crime is bo- 
lipved to have been due to despondency 
over the Impoverished condition of th« 
family purse and the near approach of 
Christmai. 


The crimes wore extraordinary In 
their thoroughness and there was evi- 
dently no mishap In their enactment 
The wife was killed first while sleep- 
ing at her husband's side In bed; two 
ol! the children were killed as they ran 
hither and thither through the house 
In the darkness of early morning en- 
deavoring to 
escape 
their 
merciles» 
parent. 
The third child was killed in 
its bed after his elder brother and «la- 
ter had been killed. 


The dead are: 
Roscoe Derby, his 
wife, Delia; Harold, aged 8; Alice, aged 
7, and Thomas, aged 5. 


The crime is believed to have been 
committed about 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Mrs. Derby wns shot to death in 
bed, two bullets having been fired into 
her forehead and a third, probably fired 
after the children had been extermi- 
nated, In the back of the neck. 
Mrs. 
Derby 
probably 
was 
killed 
during 
sleep, the expression on her face show- 
ing no sign of a struggle and it was 
calm and peaceful. Two of the chil- 
dren, however, probably had a struggle 
with their infuriated parent, because 
they had been awakened by the nolso 
of the revolver being fired and sought 
to escape him, but without avail. Har- 
old's body was found lying in a pool of 
blood In the kitchen and that of Alice 
In the dining room with her face to the 
floor and a bullet in her breast. 
Har- 
old may have been 
chased 
by 
his 
father, as there was evidenco of flight 
in the manner in which the furnishings 
oi the kitchen* were thrown 
about. 
FVom the location of the bullets In his 
head the boy evidently was caught by 
his father in a strong grasp and held 
wliile the weapon was placed against 
the little fellow's forehead and the bul- 
lets sipnt into his brain. 


There was also evidence of a strug- 
gle on Alice's part. 
The last of the 
children to die was Thomas, aged 5. 
He had', remained in bed. probably still 
asleep, and also received bullets into 
his head, dying Instantly. 
After the 
extraordinary crimes had been com- 
mitted the perpetrator of them went 
Into the bed room where his wife had 
been killed and lying down at her side 
fired a bullet into his own brain and 
died at hif: wife's side. 


A number of pool room checks were 
found about the house, showing that 
Derby had been trying his luck on 
betting. 


The first knowledge of tho crime was 
made in a letter written by Derby to a 
friend who lived not 
far away 
and 
which was sent him by special deliv- 
ery, The letter was to the effect that 
when it had been received the Derby 
family 
would 
be dead. 
When 
the 
friend hurried to the house all that 
had been promised was seen to have 
been fulfilled.

GEN. BEYKS FEARS OUTBREAK 


Washington, Dec. 22. — Diplomatic 
presisure will bo brought to bear upon 
Columbia by several ¿uropean powers 
to prevent war between that country 
and the United States. The first step

through their representatives here, 
who have informed 
General Rafael 
Reyep of the futility of any attempt 
by Colombia to retake Panama, declar­ 
ing that it. will result only in precipi­ 
tating tho Bogota government into war 
with the United States, and have said 
to him that the result of such a ca­ 
tastrophe Colombia herself must real­ 
ize. If this is not suflU’ient the repre­ 
sentatives of those countries at Bogota 
will bci Inst IT V tod to Iniorra President 
Marroquin that Colombia can expect 
no sympathy from the European pow­ 
ers in ony move she may make on Pan­ 
ama which would inevitably involvi 
her In war with the United States. 
The members of the diplomatic corps 
have been informed by General Reyes 
himself that he can 
with 
difficulty 
check his people much longer. General 
Reyes is not talking for publication, 
but to several European ambassadors 
he has confided his fears with frank­ 
ness, and has said that he is doing 
everything in his power to prevent an 
outbreak before the conclusion of his 
mission, but that although his influence 
with the army is considerable, he is so 
far away that it Is difftcult for him to 
make this felt aa strongly as If he were 
on the ground and in command. 
Diplomatists w'hom General Reyes 
has approached on the subject say that 
what he most fears Is the result of tiie 
announcement at Bogota of the failure 
of his mission. 
He himseilf realizes 
that the most be can hope for from 
the government of the United States is 
an offer that it will use moral suasion 
to prevail on Panama to assume her 
portion of the Colombian debt. »Further 
General Reyes has been told he can 
expect nothing; 
came to Washing­ 
ton to save v/hat I could from a shlp- 
wre<>k,'' he said to a diplomat of high 
rank. 
Realization of the true situation, It 
is said, will not prevent General Reyes 
from calling on the United States for 
a reference to The Hague of several 
of the questions at Issue. It Is on this 
point that European diplomats have 
told General Reyes that it is expecting 
too much to expect this government 
to submit any phase of the Panama 
matter to The Hague. Several ambas­ 
sadors have earnestly advised the gen­ 
eral to impress on his people the fact 
that Europe wants the Isthmian canal, 
and that Colombia can expect no sym­ 
pathy from that quarter. It has further 
been pointed out by these diplomats 
that tho pro.T'ereá sympathy of several 
South American republics can avail 
Colombia nothing in the event of war 
with the United States. 
Great Britain and The Netherlands 
have taken pains to let General Reye.s 
know indirectly that CoIom.\)la reciious

EXTE^INATED 


Cleveland Machinist Kills His Wife, 
Three Children and Himself. 


CRIME CAUSED 
BY 
POVERTY 


Cleveland» D«c. 
21. — Roscoe W. 
Derby, a machinist and obout 45 year» 
of ago, exterminated his family 
by 
shooting his wife, his three children 
and then himself 
The crime is bo- 
lioved to have been due to despondency 
over the impoverished condition of the 
family purse and the near approach of 
Christmai. 
The crimes wwe extraordinary in 
their thoroughness and there was evi­ 
dently no mishap in their enactment 
The wife was killed first while sleep­ 
ing at her husband’s side In bed; two 
of the children were killed as they ran 
hither and thither through the house 
in the darkness of early morning en­ 
deavoring to escape their merciles» 
parent. The third child w^as killed In 
its bed after his elder brother and sis­ 
ter had been killed. 
The dead are: 
Roscoe Derby, his 
wife, Della; Harold, aged 8; Alice, aged 
7, and Thomas, aged 5. 
The crime is believed to have been 
committed about 4 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing. Mrs. Derby wns shot to death in 
bed, two bullets having been fired into 
her forehead and a third, probably fired 
after the children had been extermi­ 
nated, in the back of the neck. 
Mrs. 
Derby probably 
was killed during 
sleep, the expression on her face show­ 
ing no sign of a struggle and it was 
calm and peaceful. 
Two of the chil­ 
dren, however, probably had a struggle 
with their Infuriated parent, because 
they had been awakened by the noiso 
of the revolver beins fired and sought 
to escape him, but without avail. Har­ 
old’s body was found lying In a pool of 
blood in the kitchen and that of Alice 
In the dining room with her face to the 
floor and a bullet in her breast. Har­ 
old may have been 
chased 
by 
his 
father, as there was evidence of flight 
in the manner in which the furnishings 
oi the kitchen^ were thrown about. 
FVom the location of the bullets in his 
bead the boy evidently was caught by 
his father in a strong grasp and held 
while the weapon was placed against 
the little fellow’s forehead and the bul­ 
lets gent into his brain. 
There was also evidence of a strug­ 
gle on Alice’s part. 
The last of the 
children to die was Thomas, aged 5. 
He had, remained In bed, probably still 
asleep, and also received bullets Into 
his head, dying instantly. 
After the 
extraordinary crimes had been com­ 
mitted the perpetrator of them went 
into the bed room where his wife had 
been killed and lying down at her side 
fired a bullet into his own brain and 
died at hif; wife’s side. 
A number of pool room checks were 
found about the house, showing that 
Derby had been trying his luck on 
betting. 
The first knowledge of tho crime was 
made in a letter written by Derby to a 
friend who lived not far away and 
which was sent him by special deliv­ 
ery, The letter was to the effect that 
when it had been received the Derby 
family would be dead. When the 
friend hurried to the house all that 
had been promised was seen to have 
been fulfilled.

Mommsen and Lecky Were Mcmbera 
of National Legislatures. 
MommsBn and Lecky, the two fam­ 
ous historians whoso deaths were so 
near together, served in the national 
leffislatures of Germany and England, 
says Colliter's Weekly. 
Each was a 
Liheral. 
John Morley is a Liberal, 
so is Lord Rosebery, and so is James 
Bryce, all writers on history, and sim­ 
ilar tendencies are shown in the par­ 
liaments of other countries. 
Specu-, 
lative learning is lik’ely to be liberal 
as property is likely to be conserva­ 
tive. 
Among the students of letters 
and history who have ibeen recently 
s'orving in legislative bodies, the one 
to wield the most considerable influ­ 
ence in the two fields taken together 
was Mommsen, whose dominion as a 
scholar extended 
over 
the 
whole 
world, v/hile his influence on German 
poli.tical thou^^ht was strong. He was 
a striking contradiction to Renan's ar­ 
gument that a scholar is disqualified 
by the nature of his thought from poli­ 
tics. because he must s'ee things as 
clearly as he can, without reference to 
consequonces, whereas the pol.itician 
must calculate always imm'odiate re­ 
sults. 
Mommsen found no contradic­ 
tion, and no scholar need find one. In­ 
deed, men of learning are often driven 
to politics to make their learning real. 
Information without any root in life 
is usually what makes the pedant.

To clean dust or grime from light, 
clothes first brush thoroughly, then 
rub with cornmeal, using a piece of 
light cloth for the rubbing. By this 
simple process cream-tan broadcloth 
coats and skirts, so much worn now, 
may be entirely freshened and clcaned. 
Grease spots must be removed by sol- 
rents or absorbents. 
If the spot be 
fresh and the color of the fabric will 
not be changed by heat, the easiest 
method of removal is to place white 
blotting paper above and under the 
spot, and then to stand a hot iron on 
It—not hot enough to color the paper. 
Another effective measure is to cover 
the spot with pulverized French chalk, 
dry, or with ihe same chalk or fuller’s 
earth moistened in benzine, to remain 
twenty-four hours, and then be re­ 
newed if necessary, always brushing 
it oif, however, with a soft brush. A 
little ammonia slightly diluted make» 
a capital cleanser for a greasy coat 
collar. Velvet collars may be treated 
in the same w^ay, and the pile raised 
by holding close to a tot iron as soon 
as the cleansing operation is com* 
pieted.

REVIOUS to the Civil War ntiirling as n pastime was not In- 
dulged in, except to a very limited extent, by residents west 
of the Mississippi River; in fact, It may be said that the coun- 
try lying between tiie eastern slope of the Alleghanies and 
^the estuaries of the Atlantic was the broad area, with its 
.almost iimumerable fluvial and lacustrine waters, la which 
the art of angling was nurtured In America. 


West of the Alleghanies they have brought to perfection 
a method of handling the rod in casting the minnow that not 
one in a hundred Eastern anglers can follow or perform, and next to fly Ashing 
It is the perfection of the art of angling. 
The angler siands on the bank, 
or In the stream, and with a swoop of the rod from right to left, or the reverse, 
and with a spring of the tip impels deftly and lightly a live minnow, weigh- 
ing an ounce or more, one hundred and fifty or more feet to the dimpling 
circle made by the rising bass; and the Western angler nine times in ten will 
Btriko the spot aimed for, even if no bigger than the crown of a silk b a t 
How 
has such accuracy been acquired? 
Because, as an old Milwaukee angler told 
me, the practice has been handed down and followed generations before any 
.writing exponent of it was born. 


When considering the rapid advance in skill and Indulgence in the pastime 
of angling by Western fishermen, their great advantages in the number and 
fruitfulness of local fishing waters should not be overlooked. 
And this con- 
dition prevails evei-ywhere in the region north of Milwaukee to the ice line 
of the Canadian provinces, and from the Mississippi River to the Pacific 
slope. In every State one or more species of the forty-two varietal forms of 
trout, native or introduced, will be found, and in those sections north of 
Ohio and east of tiie Mississippi the black bass, both large and small mouthed, 
and the pike, the long nose, ravage the lakes and streams of their minor fish 
life. In Northern Wisconsin the Eagle Lakes and other waters are the home 
of that giant pike, the mascalogne, with its many variant names and fish-de- 
vouring capacity. 


So great is the thirst of many fishermen for the blood of this noble game 
fish that the railroad running into or n'^ur its native haunts has, during the 
fishing season, a special daily train for Northern Wisconsin, to accommodate 
mascalonge fishers in their journey of over 400 mjles to capture often only 
one specimen of this king'y species of the gi-eat tribe of Esox.-Illustrated 
Sporting News.

The air of a room of ordinary size 
contains a quart gf water, and about 
tlie same proportion exists in the gen- 
eral atmosphere; so that the air is 
really a groat sponge, which sops up 
the water from the earth and the sea 
by evaporation, and redistributes it 
in the form of rain upon proper squeez- 
ing.

Trade Schools 
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Monili in Trade School of More Value 
Than Year in L a r s e Shop

T has been well said that "Time determines all things." and 
time has evolved a solution which, though but in its infancy, 
is destined to grov/ and be the most important development in 
educational lines that the world has over seen. I refer to the 
trade schools. 
Locally we have some splendid examples— 
the Drexel Institute, the Williamson Trade School, the man- 
country are schools of this character, which undoubtedly will 
grow more rapidly than any educational institutions of the 
ual training school, and others. 
But scattered all over this 


past. 


Within comparatively few years this lack of opportunity for proper train- 
ing, making itself manifest, and finding the law of supply and demand in good 
(working order, registered its want, and fortunately the method of supply was 
developed. This training Is now being given by many institutions in this coun- 
try, In shops equipped with the most modern tools and employing up-to-date 
methods, and supervised by Instructors of marked ability and fully imbued 
(With the importance and far-reaching benefits of their calling. The instruction 
is systematic and individual, and I feel :nlly justified in saying that a mouth 
of such training is of more value than a year's time spent by a young man in 
a large shop, in which he Is as likely to absorb error as truth. 


It has been said that a three years' course in a trade school, in which an 
average of but a few hours a day are devoted to actual manual work, can in no 
way compare with three years' time spent in actual work in a shop. 
I feel 
that this Is a popular error. In shop work a man may spend months in repe- 
tition of the same task, to no ultimate advantage to the worker. 
InsteAd of 
his skill being quickened. It is dulled. 
He very quickly acquires the skill 
-which Is unconscious in its operation, and, like the old lady with her knitting 
aeedle, he can talk to a fellow workman, or think and dream about far-distant 
places and matters, without in any way lessening the rate of production. 
In 
fact, sometimes his pace might be actually quickened by some mental emotion 
having an exciting effect upon his nervous organization, in the same way that 
the old lady, in chatting with her friends, will knit fast or slow in harmony 
with the dullness or animation of the conversation. 
It is quite obvious that 
repetitive routine work is not desirable for a young man of natural ambition 
and aptitude. 
In the trade school he escapes routine but is instructed In the 
underlying principles of his work, and does enough manual labor to familiarize 
Ijimself with the various tools required, and to prove the correctness of the 
theories In which he has been Insti'ucted.—St. Nicholas. 


The now incandescent electric os- 
mium 
filament 
lamp is reported to

REVIOUS to the Civil War nnirling ns n pastime was not In­ 
dulged in, except to a very limited exteut, by residents west 
of the Mississippi River; in fact» it may be said that the coun­

^tlie estuaries of the Atlantic was the broad area, with its 
.almost iiinumerabie iiuvial and lacustrine waters, in which 
the art of angling >vas nurtured in America. 
West of the Allegbanies they have brought to perfection 
a method of handling the rod in casting the minnow that not 
one in h hundred Eastern anglers can follow or perform, and next to fly fishing 
It is the perfection of the art of angling. The angler siands on the bank, 
or In the stream, and with a swoop of the rod from right to left, or the reverse, 
and with a spring of the tip impels deftly and lightly a live minnow, weigh­ 
ing an ounce or more, one hundred and fifty or more feet to the dimpling 
circle made by the rising bass; and the Western angler nine times in ten will 
strike the spot aimed for, even if no bigger than the crown of a silk hat. How 
has such accuracy been acquired? Because, as an old Milwaukee angler told 
me, the practice has been handed down and followed generations before any 
.writing exponent of it was born. 
When considering the rapid advance in skill and Indulgence in the pastime 
of angling by Western fishermen, their great advantages in the number and 
fruitfulness of local fishing waters should not be overlooked. 
And this con­ 
dition prevails evei’ywhere in the region north of Milwaukee to the ice line 
of the Canadian provinces, and from the Mississippi River to the Pacific 
slope. In every State one or more species of the forty-two varietal forms of 
trout, native or introduced, will be found, and in those sections north of 
Ohio and east of tlie Mississippi the black bass, both large and small mouthed, 
and the pike, the long nose, ravage the lakes and streams of their minor fish 
life. In Northern Wisconsin the Eagle Lakes and other waters are the home 
of that giant pike, the mascalogne, with its many variant names and fish-de­ 
vouring capacitj". 
So great is the thirst of many fisherm'en for the blood of this noble game 
fish that the railroad running into or n'^-xr its native haunts has, during the 
fishing season, a special daily train for Northern Wisconsin, to accommodate 
mascalonge fishers in their journey of over 400 miles to capture often only 
one specimen of this kingly species of the gi*eat tribe of Esox.—Illustrated 
Sporting News.

Than Year in Large Shop 


B y J a m e s M* D o d se 
T has been well said that “Time determines all things,’* and 
time has evolved a solution which, though but in its infancy, 
is destined to grov/ and be the most important development in 
educational lines that the world has ever seen. I refer to the 
trade schools. 
Locally we have some splendid examples— 
the Drexel Institute, the Williamson Trade School, the man- 
country are schools of this character, which undoubtedly will 
grow more rapidly than any educational Institutions of the 
ual training school, and others. But scattered all over this 
past. 
Within comparatively few years this lack of opportunity for proper train­ 
ing, making itself manifest, and finding the law’’ of supply and demand in good 
(working order, registered its want, and fortunately the method of supply was 
developed. This training is now being given by many institutions in this coun­ 
try, in shops equipped w^ith the most modern tools and employing up-to-date 
methods, a n d su p e rv ise d by Instructors of marked ability and fully Imbued 
(With the importance and far-reaching benefits of their calling. The instruction 
is systematic and individual, and I feel -nlly justified in saying that a month 
of such training is of more value than a j^ear’s time spent by a young man in 
a large shop, in which he is as likely to absorb error as truth. 
It has been said that a three years' course in a trade school, in which an 
average of but a few hours a day are devoted to actual manual work, can in no 
way compare with three years’ time spent in actual work in a shop. I feel 
that this is a popular error. In shop work a man may spend months in repe­ 
tition of the same task, to no ultimate advantage to the Avorker. InsteAd of 
his skill being quickened, it is dulled. 
He very quickly acquires the skill 
•which Is unconscious in Its operation, and, like the old lady with her knitting 
aeedle, he can talk to a fellow workman, or think and dream about far-distant 
places and matters, without in any way lessening the rate of production. In 
fact, sometimes his pace might be actually quickened by some mental emotion 
having an exciting effect upon his nervous organization, in the same way that 
the old lady, in chatting with her friends, will knit fast or slow in harmony 
with the dullness or animation of the conversation. It Is quite obvious that 
repetitive routine work is not desirable for a young man of natural ambition 
and aptitude. In the trade school he escapes routine but is instructed in the 
underlying principles of his work, and does enough manual labor to familiarize 
Ijimself with the various tools required, and to prove the correctness of the 
theories in which he has been insti’ucted.—St, Nicholas.

Most housekeepers know how inval­ 
uable newspapers are for packing away 
the winter clothing, the printing ink 
acting as a defiance to the 
stoutest 
moth as successfully as camphor or tar 
paper. For this reason newspapers are 
invaluable under the carpet, laid over 
the regular carpet paper. 
The most 
valuable quality of newspapers in the 
kitchen, however. Is their ability to 
keep out the air. It is well known that 
Ice completely enveloped In newspapers 
so that all air is shut out, will keep 
a longer time than under other condi­ 
tions, and that a pitcher of ice water 
laid in a newspaper with the ends of 
paper twisted together to exclude the 
air, will remain all night In any sum­ 
mer room with scarcely any percepti­ 
ble melting of the ice. 
These facts 
should be utilized ofiener than they are 
in the care of the sick at night. In 
freezing ice cream, when Ice.Is scarce, 
pack the freezer only three-quarters full 
of Ice and salt, and finish with news­ 
papers, and quality of the cream is not 
perceptible from the result where the 
freezer Is packed full of Ice. After re­ 
moving the dasher it Is better to cork 
up the cream and cover It tightly with 
a packing of newspapers than to use 
more Ice. The newspapers retain the 
cold readily In the Ice better than a 
packing of cracked Ice and salt which 
must have crevices »to admit the air.— 
Young Ladles’ Journal. 
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Cake Without Eggs.—Beat four level 
tablesponfuls of butter to a cream; add 
one and one-fourth cupfuls of sugar; 
when well mi-xed add one cupful of 
milk, alternating with two cupfuls of 
flour; beat thoroughly; add a pinch of 
salt, two level teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, and one teaspoon of flavoring; 
turn into buttered cake pan, and bake 
In a moderate oven twenty minutes. 
Browned Turnip.—Peel the 
turnip, 
cut in slices crosswise, put Into boil­ 
ing water and cook until tender; when 
nearly tender add salt to season; then 
drain In a colander: put a little but­ 
ter In a frying pan; sprmkle Ihe turnip 
with a little flour; add to it the hot 
butter; sprinkle over one tablespoon of 
granulated sugar; stir and turn until 
tho slices are browned; sprinkle with 
salt, pepper, and serve. 
Delicate Mufllns.—-Cream three level 
tableispoonfuls of butter; add to it two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar; separate two 
eggs; beat the white; add them to 
the yolks unbeaten; to the butter and 
sugar add one .cupful of milk, half a 
teaspoonful of salt, two r.-upfuls of flour, 
four ler\'el teaspoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der and the eggs; fill greased muffin 
pans tw(;-thirds full, and bake twenty 
minutes in a quick oven. 
Stev/ed Beefsteak.—Have a 
steak 
from the upper round cut one and a 
bdlf inches thick. It will 
probably 
v.'elgh from two and one-quarter to two 
and one-half pounds; have one table­ 
spoon of butter In a large fryingpan; 
lay lu the steak and brown flulckly on 
both sides; 
then add stock to cover 
and on^ tablespoon of choppcd onion, 
one teaspoon of sweet herbs or any 
seasoning .desired and one cup of can­ 
ned tomatoes, using the solid tomato, 
cutting them In pleqes; covor closely 
and simmer one hour and a half, or 
until tender; put the steak on a heated 
platter and thicken the liquid In the 
pan with browned flour; pour over the 
eeat and sprinklo wltli finely cboppad 
parsley.
